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MARCH  UNIFORM  PRICE  $3.94 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $3.94  for  March  1961  deliveries  of  Grade  A 
milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte-Elkhar t ,  Indiana,  milk  order.  The  uniform 
price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent,  and  will  be  adjusted  by  a  differential 
of  7.3  cents  for  each  one  tenth  percent  that  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5  percent 
standard.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a  3  cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service 
deduction,  together  with  the  authorized  hauling  charge. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 

Statistics  on  producer  receipts  for  the  month,  when  compared  with  February  and  with  a 
year  ago,  show  a  decline  of  approximately  one  third.  Actually,  one  third  of  our  receipts, 
and  the  same  proportion  of  sales,  are  now  in  the  Indianapolis  Order,  because  these  partic¬ 
ular  handlers  have  the  greatest  percentage  of  their  sales  in  the  Indianapolis  Marketing 
Area,  which  includes  21  counties  around  Indidnapolis .  Daily  herd  production  is  almost  the 
same  as  in  February  and  is  almost  100  pounds  a  day  more  than  a  year  ago. 

CLASS  I  SALES 

Class  I  sales  show  a  decline  of  almost  36  percent  from  February  and  28  percent  from  a 
year  ago.  This  does  not  mean  that  the  sales  decreased  in  this  marketing  area  by  this 
amount,  but  that  the  handlers  regulated  under  this  Order  for  this  delivery  period  only 
sold  this  much  Class  I,  and  the  actual  Class  I  sales  in  the  marketing  area  are  probably 
about  the  same,  but  come  from  handlers  regulated  under  another  Federal  Order. 

NEWS 

The  LaPorte  County  Milk  Producers'  Association  has  ceased  operations  as  a  bargaining 
cooperative  under  Order  No.  67.  Assets  of  the  cooperative  have  been  put  in  an  Educational 
Fund  for  college  scholarships  to  be  administered  by  a  committee  made  up  of  the  County 
Agent,  County  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  a  third  member  to  be  appointed  by  the  first 
two . 


CLASS  I  PRICE 

The  Class  I  price  for  the  April  1961  delivery  period  will  be  $4.11  per  hundredweight  for 
3.5  percent  milk.  This  price  was  computed  by  adding  $0.90  per  hundredweight  to  the 
average  condensery  pay  price  in  March  ($3.23),  minus  the  supply-demand  adjustment  of  two 
cents.  The  supp ly- demand  adjustment  for  the  May  1961  delivery  period  will  be  zero.
